It is no part of our present purpose to 
enter into a controversy about tho route 
and termini of tho groat intoroceanio rail- 
way; but wo must bo periuittod to roitor- 
ate our convieti<m that Hudson's Bay is 
inevitaldy destined to form an important 
outlet for tho Dominion and couutituto a 
terniinuB, if not of tho main trunk, at 
least of a branch of the railway. As Avas 
shown in a previous artitdo, voiy much of 
tho country drained into Hudson's Ijay is, 
quito contrary to generally accepted oi)in- 
iou, highly aJaiJtod for settlement; while 
tlio ample waters of tho bay and of adja- 
cent straits constitute au inexhaustible 
mine of soa wealth. But there is another 
important point to which wo draw atten- 
tion, liot the reader look at tho map and 
ho will find that, while the laud travel 
from I'squinialt to Hudson's Bay is only 
mi>'-hidf of what it would bo to Halifax, a 
vi)yu,L;e from the former peace to England 
A\ oukl not bo a very much more formid- 
able undertaking, either iii point of time 
or exposure, than from tho latter. It is 
not desirablo, it is not necessary, that any 
jealousy should arise out of the chums 
put forward on behalf of Hudson's Baj-. 
Indeed there is no room for jealousy in 
tho matter.
